Mansfield, Ohio, and 
Asheville, N. C. Mr. Helps was an 
Englishman, being born in Trow- 
bridge, Wilts, England, February 29. 
1840.

He is sur- 
vived by his wife and many distant 
relations. His death occurred at Ur- 
bana last Wednesday.

along this line, and find that the idea 
of a business manager for c'ty affairs

These managers are not 


chosen for any poilt'cal reasons, but 
for their ability to conduct all affairs 
of the town or city in a business 
like manner 
Already a number of 


cities and towns in this country have 
adopted this business method 
and 


one of the latest towns to decide on 
this plan is Glenco, 111, a suburb o£ 
Chicago 
Glenco is a beautiful su 


burb, whose residents are mostly men 
well up in the business oirclee of the 
big city, and it is only natural that 
they should prefer to have the busi- 


manager plan for the conduct 


of the business affairs of the town 
The Glenco village trustees advert s 
ed for a business manager and 
no 


less than 150 applications were re- 
ceived 
Mr Gill, chairman of the 


village board, in outlining the dutjes 
of the new manager, compared . the 
pity governed by a manager to any 
big business firm—its citizens

from California, Texas and Louisiana, 
for instance, are increased In 
the 


same degree a« Florida rates; that by 
clubbing together in marketing 
or- 


ganizations, Florida shippers can mar- 
ket their produce more advantageous- 
ly than heretofore, and that the new 
rates will enable Florida growers to 
find markets nearer home than has 
formerly been the case, with a conse- 
quent increase In profits 


It Is to our advantage, therefore to 


give the new rates a thorough trial 
and make no protests, except for mis- 
application of the rates, unless they 
decide to raise their rates to the 
maximum permitted under the recent
